Bowen Warns 
Water Scarce 


In what is probably the fore- 
runner to restrictions, Town 
Manager Richard Bowen issued 
a statement yesterday urging re- 
sidents to cut down on their use 
of the town's water Supply, 

On the heels of a day when 
water usage hit the4 million mark, 
abnormally high for this time of 
year, Bowen said, ‘It has now 
come to pass that the citizens of 
Andover be asked to take some 
reasonable and judicious steps in 
order to conserve water,”* 

Water Supt, Donald C, Bassett 
expressed his conce:n over the 
situation Tuesday, Stating that 
Haggett’s Pond started to drop 
May 15 after a gradual spring 
increase in the level, 

The balance of Bowen's state= 
ment spelled out the reasons for 
their alarm: 

*‘As the combined results of a 
sustained heavy usage of water 
over the past two years and the 
limited rainfall during the same 
period, we find that our water 
supply is presently at an extremely 
low level, We do not anticipate 
sufficient rainfall in the imme= 
diate future to be able to make up 
present deficiencies, 

Bowen warned that the failure of 
citizens to use “collective good 
judgment"? could make it neces- 
sary to impose restrictions, This, 
he said, ‘twe would prefer using 
only as last resort,”’ 

He requested townspeople to let 
their cars stay dirty a week longer 
than usual, to hand water lawns, 
and in general to be more conscious 
of water usage,

Sj Town Meeting Issue 


There will be a special Town 
Meeting Monday, June 21, to put 
the question of purchase of the 
Killorin property at 77 Main St, 
before the voters, 

The location, adjacent to the 
municipal parking lot, is sought 
ac an addition to the proposed 
site for the new town hall which 
was voted at the March Town 
Meeting, The Selectmen will ask 
voters to approve its acquisition 
(probably for $50,000) either by 
purchase or the right of eminent 
domain, A check of assessor's 
records shows that the land and 
converted home on it are jointly 
valued at $41,400, 

The meeting, called by the Board 
of Selectmen, will be held at 7:30 
p.m, in the Junior High School 
auditorium, Chairman Philip K, 
Allen said in making the long 
anticipated announcement, 

If the question of site is cleared 
up at Town Meeting, plans for the 
new $700,000 municipal office 
complex and police station can go 
forward, Manager Richard Bowen 
said this week that he has talked 
to a number of architectural firms 
about the project, but that he would 
not make a definite commitment 
until the site was firm, Both the 
shape of the building and the 
number of floors are dependent 
upon the size and shape of the 
lot, Bowen said, 

There is still talk of other loca- 
tions for the hall, and as late as 
this week alternateproposals were 
being made, The Board of Select 
men showed an early preference 
for the parking lot site, despite 
protests from merchants that it

There must be many who recall wistfully the time when 
Americans were extravagant with their affection for the 
USA — when George M. Cohan could set feet tapping with 
his vigorous ‘‘rendition’’ of ‘It’s A Grand Old Flag.’’ 


But America has aged, Americans are more sophisti- 
cated and they have been cruelly reminded by two major 
wars that it takes more than cocky self assurance to 
make a nation strong enough for international leadership. 

The fact that we are more mature as a nation — mature 
enough to know that the USA isn’t infallible — is frequent- 
ly offered as an excuse for the many Americans: who are 
self conscious about any display of feeling for our country. 

It may be an explanation, but it can scarcely be con- 
sidered an adequate excuse. 

The young people of our state have been so blatant in 
their disregard for the flag that Commissioner of Education 
Owen B. Kiernan moved last January to inspire both a 
Commonwealth and national campaign to rekindle a ‘‘deep 
and abiding respect for this nation’s flag.’’ 

Starting in his own backyard, Kiernan sent a memo to 
school superintendants urging educators to rededicate 
themselves to the ‘‘goal of service to God and country.”’ 

“Children and youth must be taught and given opportu- 
nity to practice the values which a democratic society 
holds dear. . . . Whether it is in reciting the pledge of 
allegiance, in reading of its inspirational history, or in 
knowing correct flag etiquette, each student must have a 
full knowledge and a fervent desire to apply it.’’ 

Monday a relative handful of those Americans whose 
history is linked to that of the Grand Army of the Republic 
(certain Southern states do not participate in this observ- 
ance which dates to the end of the Civil War), will cluster 
around cannons and monuments and graves to pay homage 
to the dead of our wars, 

Most of them will be very conscious of the values for 
which these men died, and this will be reflected in their 
attitude toward the flag. 

But there will be onlookers who display no respect at 
all. And elsewhere, most Americans will cut grass, and 
boat and picnic and sunbathe without a moment’s thought 
for the flag or the institutions it symbolizes. 


Given a genetation, the sort of campaign Commissioner 
Kiernan has mounted could eradicate such insensitive 
citizens, But will it if there is a perpetual tug between 
what our young people practice at school and observe at 
holiday parades? 

Adult Americans who believe in what our flag is 
meant to represent should show it, unabashedly, before 
disrespect for the symbol becomes as a cancer infecting 
the whole body of our belief in a democratic form of 
government.

Selma 
Where The Pavement Ends 


In Selma, Alabama, the streets 
are paved up to a certain point; 
but when the houses become shabby 
and skin color changes from white 
to black, the pavement: abruptly 
ends, 

The concrete pavement of white 
Supremacy was shattered inSelma, 

He knew he was in Selma's Negro 
section when he saw the muddy 
Street, In the dusk, the Negro 
children were playing marbles, 
and three old Negro rnen were 
rocking on a sagging, weather- 
beaten porch, As his cavalcade of 
two buses and two cars, all 
ministers and theological students, 
slowly lumbered down the street, 
the children looked up from their 
game, cheered wildly, and raced 
forward to meet them, One little 
girl hugged him around his knees 
and said, ‘tThank you, thank you, 
sir, for comin’.’® On the porch, 
the old men waved happily, as 
the tears coursed down their 
cheeks, All this brought much 
gladness to his heart, 

He was weary from travel and 
wanted to rest, The children and 
their parents gestured toward the 
church; there he and his friends 
would sleep, With his bed roll 
slung over his shoulder, he walked 
in and looked for a place to lie 
down, The church was old, bare, 
and crowded, but he finally founda 
space in the chancel, He was 
lucky; it was the only place with 
a rug 


Then the many little boys and 
girls, each one clutching a blanket, 
crept silently into the church, He 
suddenly realized that this was 
where they slept - on the hard, 
wooden pews, so that the girls in 
his group could sleep on beds, 
These people have borne so much 
Poverty and oppression, he thought, 
and still they sacrifice themselves 
- and what little comfort they 
have ~ for others, 

In the church kitchen women 
were cooking food day and night, 
Anytime a friend was hungry, he 
was served gladly, They wouldn't 
accept payment, although they must 
have needed it, because they were 
SO grateful for the ‘‘white folks’* 
coming to help them in their 
struggle, 

His group attempted to cross 
onto the paved streets of Selma 
to talk with the white Southerners; 
to show them that the Negroes’ 
fight was a legitimate fight; to 
convince them that by denying 
the Negro his humanity, they were 
slowly Crushing their own 
humanity, 

Then someone yelled, ‘*Hey! You 
white Nigger!** 

It was his Proudest moment,
